4. The overlapping oligonucleotide work described in pages 54-55 of the present 
specification was performed by me or was done under my supervision prior to February 10, 
1999. As evidentiary support for this assertion, the Examiner is asked to compare: 

- Table 2 of column 26 with Table 1 of the present specification (p. 55). 

- The sentence at column 27 at lines 32-35 ("The pool . . . was mixed with 
overlapping oligonucleotides . . ,") with the sentence of the present 
specification at page 55, lines 1-5, 

- The sentence at column 27 at lines 44-46 with the sentence in the present 
specification at page 56 (lines 5-10). 

- The sentence at column 28 at lines 6-7 with the sentence in the present 
specification at page 57, lines 5-6 

The comparison will reveal virtually identical language. This shows that the overlapping 
oligo work was done prior to the filing of the '693 patent (otherwise it could not have been 
included in the '693 filing).
